Ho also originated 
introduced and secured ,thc passage o; 
an act providing for the pro-payment o 
postage on newspapers, by which, with 
a reduction of postage of nearly one 
half, prepayment of tho same at tho 
office of mailing, tho revenues of the 
department are collected and incroasec 
at least 81,500,000 per annum. 
The 


same law provides for tho free circula- 
tion of newspapers in tho counties where 
published, and contains an amendment 
by which packages of merchandise, nol 
exceeding four pounds, can pass through 
the mails at the rate of eight cents per 
pound. 


Mr. Cannon advocated tho bill pro 


viding for tho regulation of Inter-State 
Commerce, known as the McGrary Bill, 
and contributed in no small degree to 
secure its passage in tho House. " He 
also advocated and voted for tho bill 
and every amendment of the same, look 
ing to the repeal of the law incroasinj 
salaries, passed by the forty-seconc 
Congress. 


Ho was always in attendance upon his 


public duties, and in the meantime gave 
prompt attention to the business of his 
constituents in the departments.
